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‘British Government Cannot 


BRITAIN’S LABOR 
GOVERNMENT IS 
‘NEARING FINISH 


London.~-Great Britain's first Labor 
Government virtually came to an end 
when, by a combination of Conserva- 
tive and Liberal votes, the House of 
Commons carricd a motion demanding 
that a select commitice of the House 
favestigaie the action of the Attorney- 
General, SirePatrick Hastings, in with- 
drawing prosecution in the case of 
the Conimunist, James R. Campbell, 
acting edilor of the Workers’ Weekly, 
eharged. with inciting Iis Majesty's 
forces to sedition. 

The Government declined to ac- 
‘eept the motion, and treated it as a 
vote of censure, which, if adopted by 
the House, would involve an appeal to 
the country against Parliament’s ver- 
dict. 

The debate was sharp and exciting, 
and after it was closured the oppo- 
sition wanted to drop Sir Robert 
Horne’s motion of censure and vote on 
Sir John A. Simon’s amendinent call- 
fing for an investigation. On the 
Government’s refusal to accept the 
course, the House divided on the ques- 
tion as to which it should vote oa. By 
a vote of 559 to 198, it decided to vote 
on the Simoa amendment. ‘This was 
equivalent to the defeat of the censure 
mbtion, and ihe Simon amendment be- 
came the substantive motion, and was 
carried, 364 to 198. 9 Announcement 
of the figures was received wiih loud 
cheering and counter-cheering. The 
Prime Minister, Ramsay MacDonald, 
immediately arose and said; “In view 
of what has happened, Mr. Speaker, 
E move that the HJouse now adjourn.” 


Agreement Not Possible 


Grant 
Demands Made By Egypt 
_ London.—A letter written by Pre- 
mier MacDonald, declaring that the at- 
titude adopted by Said Zagloul Pasha, 
the Egyptian Premier, has rendered 
Ampossible for the moment an agree- 
Ment between the British and Egyp- 
tlan Governments on the questions left 
for eveninal settlement, when the 
British protectorate was withdrawn in 

1922, has been issued by the Foreign 
Office in the form of a white paper. 

The letter is addressed to the Brit- 
ish High Commissioner for Egypt and 
the Sudan. lt says that pending some 
future agreement between the two 
eountries, the duty of preserving order 
fn the Sudan rests upon His Majesty's 
Government. “And,” the premier 
adds, “they will take every step neces- 
sary for this purpose.”

Railway through British Columbia. “Three and a 
half miles distant from this little «onstruction centre, 
which has virtually been called into being through 
the lining of the Connaught Tunnel, hungs the great 
Ilecillewaet Glacier on the slopes of Mount Mac- 
donald and two miles nearer ne:!'es Glacier House, 
the annual mecca of thousands of summer tourists. 

Few of the surrounding peaks it Glacier are less 
than 9,000 feet in altitude. The famous Cheops, 
Mount Sir Donald, Ross, Eagle ai.) Abbott Peuks en- 
circle the little settlament. In winter time a blanket 
of snow enfolds town and mountains alike. In spring 
the brilliant yellow slide lilies fotiow the ever-reced- 
ing snow-line as it climbs higher and higher up the 
mountain sides@ Life is enlivencd in the summer 
time by the crowds of guests who throng Glacier 
House and transforms the scene ujain with generous 
splashes of orange, crimsone und russet. 

Common ‘interest in the great engineering project 
under way has brought about a very gefinite com 
munity spirit at Glacier. For almost every young- 
ster's daddy works in the big tunnel in one or other 
of the various branches of work which’ thaglining de- 
mands, and every household is regulated bya schedule 
of working hours which begin at‘5 a.m, and end at 
1.15. Half a hundred children attend the little brown 
schoo! house and various clubs for the grown-ups 
provide interests of a recreational and cultura! 
nature, , 

Engineers, foremen, carpenters, machinists, drillers, 
electricians, laborers and train crews make up the 
wage earners among the 600 residents of Glacier. 
Single men live in a well ordered camp. Here, as in 
the little homes where the men with families live, a!) 
the conveniences of a modern city are enjoyed includ- 
ing electric lights and running water piped from a 
nearby mountain stream. 

The lining of this five mile tunnel, the longest 
ep the American continent, with a steel reinforced 
concrete jacket represents one of the mast interesting 
caginoering projects now under way anywhere in the 


Beneath 6,000 feet of mountain the Connaught 
Tunne) cuts under Mount Macdonald hetween the sta- 
tions of Connaught and Glacier. With the opening 
of this underground short-cut in 1916 the Canadian 
Pacifie Railway overcame the many difficulties which 
the old Rogers Pass route had presented Track

The lining of the “big hole’ was begun in 1920 
completed the Connaught 
Tunnel will stand a one of the finest and most com- 
plete engineering jobs in the universe. Undertaken 
in the name of sufety, the Connaught Tunnel] has 
always been a “safety first’’ proposition. Throughout 
its construction days, during the eight years it has 
been in operation wad the four year that it has 
already taken to lire it, it has been singularly free 
from accident. 

Nearly 500,600 sacks of Canadian cement will 
have gone into the lining of the Connaught Tunnel 
when it is finished. Practically all the machinery 
used in the work is Canadian made, including the 
huge compressors and powerful motors. The four 
types of reinforced stee! collapsible forms, which are 
used in the various stages of the lining process, came 
from a. western Canadian plant and the Syduey E. 
dunkins Company, L.C., Limited, construction engi- 
neers are in charge of its lining, 

The tunnel’s concrete jacket is completed In sec- 
tions 32 feet long, each section taking about four or 
five days to prepare, when it is sometimes necessary 
to do considerable blasting, one day to fill with con- 
crete and three days in which to set. Six complete 
sets of forms are ot work within the tunne) which 
means a completed section for evyy working day in 
the week, or a total of 182 feet in six days. 

‘More than 100 powerful flood lamps illuminate the 
tunnel at these six working points. Owing to tho 
remarkable ventilating system, which in itself is ona 
of the most interesting and important features of 
the tunnel, working conditions are excellent. At the 
western portal ‘wo great stee) fans, driven by two 
500 h.p. four cylinder semi-Diese] engines, turn at 
the rate of 255 revolutions a minute driving a brisk 
breeze through the five-mile length of this great 
underground passage. The ventilation thus created 
makes it possible for trains to pass through the tun- 
ne) with practically no discomfort to passengers and 
for workmen to remnin at their tasks for eight con- 
secutive hours without detriment to health or vigor. 

One comes upon many surprising things in the 
course of a walk through the great double-tracked 
tunnel. Grains of wheat fallen from the thousands 
of cars of Canada’s 1923 bumper crop which have 
passed through on their way to the port of Vancouver 
have taken root for many yards within each portal 
and the tiny field mice ever in seareh of provender 
scamper across the trachs‘within the very heart of 
the tunnel. At two pgints in the tunne! wall doors 
lead through the solid quartzite rock to the pioneer 
bore and here in this miniature tunne! one finds two 
brilliant!y illuminated and {mimaculate “white 
lunches.” White capped chefs preside in these under- 
ground restaurants dispensing steaming bowls of 
soup and fragrant coffee to the small army of workers 
who are bringing to completion the lining of the
